"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. It is the purpose of this act to create a
citizens' conmm ssion to establish proper canpaign contribution limts,
thus renoving political considerations in fixing the appropriateness of
the amount of such limts. The comm ssion shall establish canpaign
contributions that protect citizen rights as provided for in Article I,
section 5 of the state Constitution while ensuring public
accountability and citizen access to el ected office.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. The Washington citizens' conm ssion on
canpaign contribution [imts is created to consist of fourteen nenbers
to be selected as provided in this section.

(1) Seven of the fourteen comm ssion nenbers shall be sel ected by
lot by the secretary of state from anong those registered voters
eligible to vote at the tinme persons are selected for appointnment to
full terns on the comm ssion. No two nenbers shall come fromthe sane
county. The secretary shall establish policies and procedures for
conducting the selection by |ot.

(2) The remaining seven of the fourteen comm ssion nenbers, al
residents of this state, shall be selected jointly by the speaker of
the house of representatives and the president of the senate. Al
menbers shall serve four-year ternms and the names of the seven persons
selected in this subsection for appointnment to the comm ssion shall be
forwarded to the governor no later than July 1st every two years.

(3) No person nmay be appointed to nore than two terns. No nenber
of the comm ssion may be renoved during his or her term of office
unless for cause of incapacity, Iinconpetence, neglect of duty, or
mal f easance in office, or for a disqualifying change of residence. The
unexcused absence of any person who is a nenber of the conmm ssion from
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two consecutive neetings of the commssion shall <constitute the
relinqui shment of that person's nenbership on the comm ssion. Such a
relinqui shment creates a vacancy in that person's position on the
comm ssi on. A nmenber's absence nmay be excused by the chair of the
commi ssion upon the nenber's witten request if the chair believes
there is just cause for the absence. Such a request nust be received
by the chair before the neeting for which the absence is to be excused.
A nmenber's absence froma neeting of the comm ssion nay al so be excused
during the neeting for which the nenber is absent by the affirnmative
vote of a nmpjority of the nenbers of the comm ssion present at the
meet i ng.

(4) No state official, public enployee, or |obbyist, or inmmediate
famly menber of the official, enployee, or |obbyist, subject to the
registration requirenents of chapter 42.17 RCW is eligible for
menbership on the comm ssion. As used in this subsection, the phrase
"imediate famly" neans the parents, spouse, siblings, children, or
dependent relative of the official, enployee, or [|obbyist whether or
not living in the household of the official, enployee, or |obbyist.

(5) Upon a vacancy in any position on the conm ssion, a successor
shall be selected and appointed to fill the unexpired term The
sel ection and appoi ntnent shall be concluded within thirty days of the
date the position becones vacant and shall be conducted in the sane
manner as originally provided.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. (1) The comm ssion shall adopt a schedul e of
canpai gn contribution limts for

(a) Candidates for state |egislative office;

(b) Candidates for state office other than state |egislative
of fice;

(c) Candidates for county office in a county that has over two
hundred thousand regi stered voters;

(d) Candi dates for special purpose district office if that district
is authorized to provide freight and passenger transfer and termna
facilities and that district has over two hundred thousand registered
vot ers;

(e) Persons holding an office in (a) through (d) of this subsection
agai nst whomrecall charges have been filed or to a political commttee
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havi ng the expectation of making expenditures in support of the recal
of a person holding the office;

(f) Caucus political commttees;

(g) Bona fide political parties;

(h) Candidates for the state suprene court and court of appeals.

(2) Menbers of the comm ssion shall receive no conpensation for
their services, but shall be eligible to receive a subsistence
al | onance and travel expenses pursuant to RCW43.03. 050 and 43. 03. 060.

(3) The nenbers of the conm ssion shall elect a chair from anong
their nunber. The comm ssion shall set a schedule of canpaign
contribution limts by an affirmative vote of not |ess than eight
menbers of the conm ssion.

(4) The commission shall file its initial schedule of canpaign
contribution [imts for individuals included in subsection (1) of this
section with the secretary of state no |later than Cctober 1, 2006, and
shall file a schedule biennially thereafter. Each schedul e shall be
filed in legislative bill form shall be assigned a chapter nunber and
published wth the session laws of the legislature, and shall be
codified by the statute law conmttee. The signature of the chair of
the comm ssion shall be affixed to each schedule submtted to the
secretary of state. The chair shall certify that the schedul e has been
adopted in accordance with the provisions of state law and with the
rules, if any, of the comm ssion. The schedul es shall becone effective
ninety days after the filing thereof.

(5) Before the filing of any canpaign contribution |imt schedul e,
the comm ssion shall first devel op a proposed schedul e and then hold no
fewer than four regular neetings as defined by chapter 42.30 RCW to
take public testinony on the proposed schedule within the four nonths
i mredi ately preceding the filing. At the last public hearing that is
held as a regular neeting on the proposed schedule, the comm ssion
shal | adopt the schedule as originally proposed or as anended at that
meeting that will be filed with the secretary of state.

(6) Al neetings, actions, hearings, and business of the conm ssion
shall be subject in full to the open public neetings act under chapter
42. 30 RCW

(7) The canpaign contribution limts filed by the conm ssion shal
take effect on January 1, 2007, and shall continue until nodified by
t he conmm ssion under this section.”

EFFECT: Repl aces canpaign contribution limts in the proposed
substitute bill with a fourteen nenber Washington citizens' conm ssion
that will establish canpaign contribution limts.
